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Say what you will about the value 
ot education in making men safety 
conscious, it’s still true that enforce 
ment must go right along with train- 
ing. 

Lockheed’s Missiles & Space Di- 
vision again furnishes authority to 
back up our idea, Here’s what hap- 
pens when a maintenance man or 
housekeeper doesn’t use equipment 
required by safety rules: 

1. The first time, he gets.an oral 
warning from his supervisor. 

2. The second time, even though 
he may break a different rule, he 
gets a written warning. The warn- 
ing goes in his personal file. 

3. If he violates a safety rule a 
third time—no matter if it’s differ- 
ent from the rules he broke the first 
two times—he’s fired. 

An Ohio safety director told us 
what happened when he began work 
for a metal manufacturer. 

“T toured the plant,” he said. “A 
lot of wood ladders lay on the floors 
and stood against walls. Painters, 
carpenters, plumbers, and janitors 
used most of them. There was no 
place to keep them, and anyway, the 
men didn’t like to have to carry 
them far. Most of them had broken 
or missing rungs.

The court said Alexander had no desire to continue 
the dispute which resulted in his discharge. He left the 
car when told to do so by the highway inspector. The 
inspector was a State employee with enough authority 
to make Alexander lose his job. In addition, the inspec 
tor was accompanied by an armed patrolman, whose 
presence added authority to the inspector’s direction 
to Alexander to get out of the car. It was reasonable 
for Alexander to feel his personal safety, as well as his 
wife’s, depended on complying 

The court held Alexander should not be deprived 
of his protection under the workmen’s compensation 
law. Even though he had been discharged before the 
fight, the injuries Alexander sustained arose out of and 
in the course of his employment.
